The 
church is a handsome structure, well 
designed and of graceful proportions 
and gains increased height by being 
built upon a high foundation.

To the right is the 
stairway leading to the basement. 
Upon entering the church and glanc­ 
ing upward one becomes immediate­ 
ly a w a r e of the soft, graceful lines 
which the designer. J. I. Lilian, man­ 
aged to evolve in planning the curved 
ceiling and which conceal, like cling­ 
ing folds of drapery, the two large 
trusses that strengthen the building. 
No other church in town boasts such 
a ceiling, whose beauty can only be 
excelled by its acoustic properties. 
Tie im lined floor is at such an angle 
that every member in the congrega­ 
tion can s e e and hear well. 
The pews will be oak, seating 250 
people and will harmonize with the 
oak finish of the interior. 
The pul­ 
pit will be of oak and of handsome 
design. 
The wall near the pulpit 
is arched into a true half circle and 
is studded with electric lights.
